For a collepriate editor to decr>- the long subjugation of the 
pedestrian to the speeding: motorist would seem paradoxical in 
the light of the craze for speed with which humorous publications 
have endowed the student population of this continent. But the 
fact remains that but a small fraction of McGil! students are ac- 
tive motorists during the academic year. The rest of us are just 
plain mortals not immune to vicissitudes caused by the speeding 
fraternity of a large city .
